The Bombshell

Somehow we can’t believe that the use of shock tactics 
at a hearing, by one town board against another, is the 


proper way to do business. 

The Planning Board had no inkling that such a recom- 
mendation would be made — thus it exploded like a bomb- 
shell in the hearing. And certainly this will provide addi- 
tional ammunition for those opposed to the zoning — and 
probably will convince some persons that zoning should 
be put off, who otherwise might have supported it. 
that any town committee, if it 
a legitimate suggestion, should make known its opinion 


It seems to us has 


to the committee sponsoring the zoning before taking any 


precipitate action. 


The way this suggestion was made, with complete sur- 
prise, indicates that one committee wanted to win a minor 
point so badly that it was willing to risk helping defeat 


the entire industrial zoning to accomplish its purpose. 
We can’t see how this sort of action will do anything 
but harm to the town, 


Too Much Abuse 


From time to time this newspaper has been critical of 
the Planning Board’s decisions on zoning, But at this 
point in the town’s progress, we want to stand and be 
counted among those defending the Board against the in- 
temperate remarks and the personal attacks delivered at 
the industrial zoning hearing. 

For it should that the members of the 
Planning Board — whether we happen to agree with them 


be recognized 


or not — are doing what they consider best. None of them 
are deliberately trying to hurt any specific resident, or 
group of residents; no one on the Board is deliberately 
proposing anything to harm the town. 

Although zoning becomes a personal thing, when it in- 
volves ones own neighborhood, residents of the affected 
areas should remember that the Planning Board spends 
many dreary hours at its job, which essentially is making 
the sub-division control laws work here in Andover. And 
they spend still more hours in the planning stages, 
attempting to come up with what they consider to be the 
best zoning for the community as a whole. 

Personal attacks are unnecessary; are even downright 
rude. We don’t believe the Board members deserve them, 
under any conditions. 


Worth Your Support 


A few weeks ago we pointed out, with considerable 
alarm, that a billboard may be erected along Route 93, 
perhaps despite the objections of the Selectmen. 

It’s good to note that a bill has been filed in the Legis- 
lature making local permission mandatory. 

The bill would require approval from a local Board of 
Selectmen before any sign or billboard could be erected, 
regardless of other provisions of the law concerning state 
regulations of signs along state highways. 

This bill deserves support from all those who do not 
wish to see the highways become cluttered with advertis- 
ing messages of every description. We suggest you write 
to the legislators who serve Andover, suggesting they 
support this legislation.

Candidates Discussed 
Issues Before Voters 


Industrial development is 
favored by all three candidates for 
Selectman, according to their 
statements at the third candidates’ 
meeting held Feb. 16 at the West 
School. 

The degree of desired expansion 
in this direction seemed to vary, 
however. 

In the order in which they spoke, 
Selectman Philip K. Allen 
decidedly favors industrial growth, 
but is opposed to increasing the 
number of acres now available for 
industry. He spoke vehemently in 
favor of the town making theareas 
attractive to industry, and solicit- 
ing the business to locate in them. 

Selectman James D. Wilsonalso 
favored industrial development, 
citing the small amount of tax 
revenue now available fromindus- 
try as opposed to the large share 
of the tax burden paid by residen- 
tial property owners. He quoted 
the town's industrial development 
code, as outlined months ago by the 
Industrial and Development Com=- 
mission and approved by most town 
boards and many associations and 
groups in the community. 

Former Selectman Sidney P. 
White, while stating that he favors 
industry, urged extreme cautionin 
this field. He noted that1,300 acres 
in West Andover are now zoned for 
industry and discussed the prob- 
lems that might result if very care- 
ful control is not exercised in 
developing this amount of land. He 
presented a map he had drawn, 
showing the proposed industrial 

‘zones, and referred heatedly tothe 
possible traffic problems on 
country streets in the area. 

In the contest for School Com- 
mittee, the candidates were asked 
to discuss West Andover growth 
and building requirements in that 
section. 

Boar! Secretary 
Doherty described the rate of 
growth in the school system as 
being approximately 200 each year, 
and reminded the voters that new 
schools are usually needed prior 
to official requests being made for 
them. He feels that the School 
Committee should present the 
needs to the town meeting when- 
ever necessary, and let the townse 
people decide whether they want to 
build another new school, as 
opposed to the practice of waiting

until the time is considered to be 
‘*right’’ to make the request. 

Dr. Milton J. Meyers, chairman 
of the Committee, told the gather- 
ing that population trends had been 
studied since he became a member 
of the Committee, and that the 
Planning Board had been consulted. 
He said two additional sites are 
being sought in West Andover for 
future schools, and that money for 
these acquisitions is containedina 
special article in the warrant. Dr. 
Meyers also noted that a permanent 
school building committee would be 
desirable, so that the building 
needs can be met speedily. 

James J. O’Reilley, reitterating 
his belief that more education can 
be obtained for the tax dollars 
Spent, suggested that a business- 
like approach to estimating the 
future needs should be adopted. He 
also urged that one-story struc- 
tures be designed so that additional 
space can be acquired by building 
a second story on the school. He 
believes a more practical school 
can be designed for less money. 

Most of the questions at the 
meeting were directed towards 
zoning for industrial purposes, 
with many questions being directed 
to Mr. White about the map he had 
personally prepared showing 
zoning proposals. 

He denied, in response to one 
query, ‘‘That I will be a dictator’’ 
if elected, and said he would give 
‘“‘moral support’? to the town 
manager. 

Frank Michel asked Mr. White to 
answer yes or no to the question: 
**Are you in favor of the town 
manager?’’ The response was a 
question from Mr. White; ‘‘Are you 
in favor of sin?’’ He then went on 
to say that yes or no questions are 
unfair, and that there are many 
factors involved in such considera- 
tions. 

Mr. White commented ‘*Let him 
prove he can save money’ and 
noted that he doesn’t wish to see 
expenses and taxes keep rising. 

He noted that the contract for 
care of the town dump was about 
$4,000 when he served on the 
Board, and that the cost is now 
$7,800, plus the use of town equip- 
ment and town employees. Select-

the entire farm in one zone or | 
the other. Other than Mr. Haselton 
and Mr. Lewis, no other propon- 
ents spoke. 

Major objection to the zoning 
change came from residents ofthe 
High Plain rd., Chandler rd., Glea- 
son st., and Greenwood rd. area. 
They objected to increased traffic 
on country streets, to the en- 
croachment of industrial zones 
after they purchased residential 
property. 

Planning Board spokesmen noted 
that the industrial zone will be less, 
if the changes are adopted, because | 
of some revisions in the existing 
zone. Regulations for the indus- | 
trial zones will also vary, instead 
of having one over-all district as 
at present. 

The Planning Board said it has 
already withdrawn one zoning ex- | 
tension, from High Plain rd. north | 
to Route 495 intersection with 
Route 93. A strip of land along 
the east side of Route 93, north 
to Chandler rd., drew fire from 
many residents, although it was 
explained that the area actually 
draws back in the general area, 
and confines industry to a 1,400 
foot strip from Route 495 to 
Chandler rd. 

Some difficulty was experienced 
in showing the residents where the 
zones would be, because the map 
was incorrectly drawn in relation 
to the exact location of Route 495. 

There also was some difficulty 
in determining whether a map of 
the proposals, supposedly on file | 
with the town clerk, is actually 
available for public use. One re= 
sident said he has asked to see it 
and been told there is no map in 
the clerk’s office - while a Planning 
Board spokesman said the map is 
there. 

Objections at the hearing, other 
than the major extensions, cen | 
tered on a small area on Route 
138, at the Route 93 interchange. 
The area was retained as resi~ 
dential at town meeting last year, 
although recommended by the | 
Planning Board for change to allow | 
a business use. Residents of the 
five homes in the ‘*pocket”’ of land, 
surrounded by a gasoline station, 
shopping center area and motel, 
protested being forced to dispose 
of their land, and the question of 
legal access to the property was 
again brought up. 

The apartment district on Mor- 
ton st., voted down last year, was 
opposed also. The Planning Board 
said it had promised to study the 
proposal, and was merely carrying 
out this promise to the voters. 
Opponents questioned the good 
judgment of bringing the same 
article up again, after it had been 
defeated once.

His remarks brought scattered 
applause from those, who also, 
apparently don’t want industrial 
growth. 


Shawsheen Zoning 

At the hearing Monday night, a 
large crowd gathered to protest 
the proposed shopping center dis- 
trict on Union st. The zoning has 


| been requested by the Cyr OilCo., 


which proposes to move the gaso- 
line station from its present loca- 
tion on Union st. nearer to Kenil- 
worth st. 

Atty. Charles G. Hatch repre- 
sented the firm, and told the meet= 
ing that the gasoline station now 
operated by the petitioner must 
move because of Route 495 con- 
struction. 

Plans call for location of the 
unit on the lot popularly known as 
the Steinert property - one lot re- 
moved from the corner of Kenil- 
worth st. 

A frontage of some 200 feet is 
available along Union st., Hatch 
stated, with this amount being about 
equal to the present frontage of 
the gasoline station. 

The second parcel of property 
included in the zoning request be- 
longs to John N, O’Malley, who has 
accepted a new post in NewBritain, 
Conn. Mr. Hatch said this land 
retains only about 30 feet of front- 
age on Union st., with the re- 
mainder being non-access along 
the new highway ramp. 

He could give no details of pro- 
posed uses of this property, but 
said Mr. O'Malley had agreed to 
including it in the re-zoning re- 
quest. 

Mr. Hatch told the Shawsheen 
residents that it was necessary to 
re-zone, and that some type of 
area had to be requested in which 
a filling station would be permitted. 
Thus he said, it was decided to 
petition for a shopping center dis- 
trict, merely because a gasoline 
station is one of the permitted uses. 

He said there are no plans for 
a shopping center, and that Mr, 
Cyr may use the existing building 
on the land for apartments or his 
own home. 

In any event, he said there would 
be a thick screen of planting be- 
tween the shopping center area and 
neighboring residential zones. 

Opponents to the measure cited 
traffic problems, additional noise 
and odors, and the uncertainty of 
future activities there as reasons 
why the zone should not be created. 

Several speakers protested the 
“‘creeping’’ zoning, and suggested 
that this would be only the first 
step towards extension of the busi- 
ness zone along North Main st. 
toward Shawsheen Center. 

One speaker, Thomas Noyes, 
said he. knows that Mr. Cyr has 
tried to interest one restaurant 
operator in using the existing home 
for that type of business. It was

Mrs. Margaret Durham em- 
phasized to the Planning Board that 
zoning ‘tis a very personal thing 
to those of us living there’’. Inres- 
ponse to her question about chang- 
ing zones, Chairman Harold O, 
King explained that the Planning 
Board must consider changing cir- 
cumstances, suchas newhighways, 
and their affect on the community. 

He emphasized that the Board 
has not sponsored the proposal, 
but is required by law to hold a 
hearing then make a report on it. 

Atty. Hatch also explained that 
the Planning Board has a duty to 
propose changes in zoning when 
conditions change. 

In another portion of the hearing 
Monday, garden apartments were 
discussed, as proposed for the 
Golden Farm on North Main st. 

Atty. Joseph Bacigalupo ree 
presented the owners, who wish to 
erect 12 apartment units on the 
property. He indicated that the 
buildings will be of colonial design, 
and said that water and sewage 
facilities have been stated to be 
adequate by the town. 

Mr. Bacigalupo noted that the 
apartments appear to be a proper 
use of the land, and noted that the 
land can not be permitted to re- 
main idle forever. 

He said adequate measures will 
be taken to drain the area, and 
that extensive use of fill may be 
required, In response toonequery, 
he said the owners wouldn't con- 
template spending over $500,000 if 
they were in the least bit uncertain 
that the water problem could be 
taken care of properly.

Fifty-four persons registered 
to vote prior to the deadline, bring=- 
ing the total eligible tocast ballots 
March 6 to 9,855, 

Town Clerk Irving O. Piper said 
there were 9,801 registered for the 
national election in November. 

The breakdown by precincts and 
political party choice, if any, shows 
that unenrolled voters outnumber 
party members in the community, 
5,074 compared to 4,781 Demo- 
crats and Republicans.
